The prin-
cipal entertainment given . in the building was
that on Monday evening, under the auspices of
the Odd Fellows. The building was owned by a
stock company, and co;-- t about 1K),000, on
which there is an Insurance of The in-

tense heat placed the surrounding property In
great jeopardy, but, owing to the exertions of
the firemen, no damage was done beyond the
destruction of the Rink. The Swcdcuhorgiun
church on Cherry street was at one time in great
danger, but tho several streams of water on It
saved it.
